“Although diphtheria attacks per- 
sons of all ages,” he says, “it is pre- 
eminently a disease of children, 
especially of children from one to six 
year of age. The disease is also 
much more ppt to be’ fatal in young 
children, so that prevention is espec- 
ially important in the prenatal period 
About 57 per cent of the deaths from 
diphtheria in the U. S, registration 
area are in children under 5 and 85 
per cent in children under 10 years of 
age.” 

With the advent of November, we 
are in one of the most dangerous sea- 
sons of the year, for during this 
month and December and Satan | 
(iphtheria takes its heavies toll of, 
health und life. 

“In general,” according to 
Comming,‘‘diptherja is more prevail- 
ent and more fatal in the northern 
than the southern States; and the 
death rate is higher in cities thir 
in the country. The well-to-do seer 
to suffer as much as do the childrer 
of the poor.”

1920 shows a real decline in this

CREDIT AND BUSINESS 
‘e Modern business is based in great part upon credit. 
Big business and small business and all branches of bus- 
iness are conducted on a credit basiness. It therefore 
follows that when credit fails business will fail. 

It is no business secret that the chain of credit ex- 
tends all the way down from the source of raw materials 
to the ultimate consumer. Everybody uses credit. The 
manufacturer, the merchant, the farmer, the customer, 
all are borrowers. 

Business benefits from credit, of course, or it would 
not grant it, but the public also reaps from liberal credit. 
Automobiles, fine furniture, good clothing, radios, pianos, 
phonographs and many other quasi-luxuries are possible 
for most people only through credit. 

If the credit method of merchandising is to endure 
those who receive the benefit from it must fulfill their con- 
tracts, That this has been done is evident from the fact 
that the great majority of people who buy on credit pay 
their debts promptly. c 
A cardinal virtue of the Canadian people is the 
aonesty they exhibit in their relations with thei fellow- 
men. No greater insult can be heaped upon the Canadian 
than to brand him “deadbeat”, 


IT REDUCES PRICES 
Some people have always argued that advertising 
idds to the cost of goods, and that the business house that 
vliminated this form of expense could afford to sell 
cheaper, 
it is interesting to think what would happen if all 
at once firms stopped advertising. The result would be 
‘that the enterprising and successful store, the one that 
gets a good trade because it serves the public efficiently, 
would be unable to hold its position, 
A store of that kind could not show enterprise in at: 
tract(ng the public, because the publie would not know 
what it is doing, People would buy in a haphazard way, 
largely of the stores that happened to be nearest to them, 
if the enterprising store attempted to handle some big lot 
at low prices, the public would not know that the goods 
were there, and the sale would not be a success.  Thig 
would discourage a man from special attempts to serve 
the public, and he would run aleng in a routine way. 

_ The tendency would be for a lot of small stores tc 
spring up, and get the trade away from the enterprising 
ones that now advertise freely. The public would_not 
know that one store was better than another, and a dealer 
could charge high prices and the customers would not 
have the store advertising by which they could tell what 
prices should be, 

_ Merchants would find that it did not pay to hold 
special sales as the public would not notice them much if 
they were held. The constant stream of trade that has 
been flowing through enterprising stores would dwindle, 
When a-store sees its volume of business falling off, the 
charge per article for retail distribution has to be increas- 
ed. The cost of distributing stuff could be expected to 
double under such a system, and there would be lack of 
special opportunities by which the thrifty buyer now saves 
money,

; Some day somebody will be moved to utter a warn- 
ing against the unlicensed multiplication of legal holidays, 
The more holidays we get, the less inclined people are to 
take them seriously. A few enthusiastically observed 
would be better for the object intended than many itndif- 
ferently celebrated or neglected altogther. 

New year long ago lost its significance for most 
people, Comparatively few observe Thanksgiving as a 
religious festival. If legal holidays are to be merely oc- 
casions for escaping work they might ab well be distri 
buted evenly throughout the year. It would simplify 
matters, for instance, to have a specified day every month 
made a legal holday, taking its name in case from some 
historic anniversary occuring within the month.
